Example No; 1 

Myzus persicae - test; (MYZUPE spray application) 

Solvent: 78 parts by weight acetone 

1 .5 parts by weight dimethylfonnamide 
Wetting agent: 0.5 parts by weight alkylarylpolyglcolether 

To produce a suitable preparation of active compound, 1 part by weight of active compound is 
mixed with the stated amount of solvent and emulsifier, and the concentrate is diluted with 
emulsifier-containing water to the desired concentration, 

Chinese cabbiage (Brassica peJdnesis) leaf-disks infected with all instars of the green peach 
aphid (Myzus persicae), are sprayed with a preparation of liie active ingredient at the desired 
concentration. 

After the specified period of time, mortality in % is determined. 100% means that all aphids 
have been killed; 0% means that none of the aphids have been killed. 

In this test for example, the following compoimds from the preparation examples showed 
good activity: see list 



Example No. 2 

Fhaedon cochleariae - test; (PHAECO spray application) 

Solvent: 78 parts by weight of acetone 

1 .5 parts by weight of dimethylformamide 

Emulsifier: 0.5 parts by weight of alkylaryl polyglycolefher 

To produce a suitable preparation of active compound, 1 part by weight of active compoimd is 
mixed with the stated amoxmt of solvent and emulsifier, and the concentrate is diluted with 
emulsijSer-containing water to the desired concentration. 

Chinese cabbage (Brassica peJdnesis) leaf-disks are sprayed with a preparation of the active 
ingredient of the desired concentration. Once dry, the leaf disks are infested with mustard 
beetle larvae (Phaedon cochleariae). 

After the specified period of time, mortality in % is determined. 100 % means that all beetle 
larvae have been killed and 0 % means that none of the beetle larvae have been killed. 

In this test, for example, the following compounds from the preparation examples showed 
good activity: see list 



Example No. 3 

Tetraaychus urticae - test; OP-resistant (TETRUR spray application) 

Solveat: 78 parts by weight acetone 

1 .5 parts by weight dimethylfoimamide 
Wetting agent: 0.5 parts by weight alkylarylpolyglcolelher 



To produce a suitable preparation of active compound, 1 part by weight of active compound 
mixed with the stated amount of solvent and emulsifier, and the concentrate is diluted with 
emulsifier-containing water to the desired concentration. 

French bean (JPhaseolus vulgaris) which are heavily infested with all stages of the two 
spotted spidemiite {Tetranychus urticae), are sprayed with a preparation of the active 
ingredient at the desired concentration. 

After the specified period of time, mortality in % is detennmed, 100% means that all spider 
mites have been killed and 0% means that none of the spider mites have been killed.
